A young, lone bandit, wearing dark glasses and armed 
with a 38-calibre, blue steel, snubbed-barrel revolver, herded 
two Shopping Bag employes against an outside wall of the 
store just across the line from Sierra Madre, in Hastings 
Ranch Tuesday afternoon, and escaped with two money bags 
containing $920 in cash. 

The holdup was staged ten feet from the store door at 
3:10 p.m., as Assistant Manager John Griffin, 47, and 
Clerk Calvin Bourne returned from the First Western Bank, 
Sierra Madre, with the money to be used as change. Inci¬ 
dentally, Griffin is in charge of the store while the manager, 
S. M. Piuma, is on vacation. 

THE GUNMAN, clad in a red sweat shirt, with the hood 
pulled up, flashed his gun, forcing Griffin and Bourne to 
walk to the wait and then turn their backs toward him. 

"I’m not sick or crazy,” he advised. “I'm just desperate. 

As he grabbed the money bags, he add^, “There’s 
someone across the street w'lth a rifle aimed at you, ’ dashed 
down the street and behind a hedge, then jumped into a 
white-yellow Chevrolet and sped away toward Pasadena. 

Griffin and Bourne described the gunman as between 
17 and 22 years of age. 

THE LOOT included 500 $1 bills, 400 half dollars, 200 
quarters, 1,000 dimes, 800 nickels and 300 pennies. 

Sierra Madre police were notified. Sgt. H. S. Embree 
and Officer A1 Lindekens, hurrying to the scene, aided Pasa¬ 
dena police in their initial steps by which it is hoped to 
apprehend the gunman.

Following granting by the 
City Planning Commission of 
two conditional use permits 
last Thursday night, the Si¬ 
erra Madre Hospital, through 
Administrator Larry C. Lo- 
maax, announces plans for 
immediate construction of its 
new Convalescent Annex to 
be built on the lots west of 
the Medical Ceenter. 

Exact costs will depend on 
ultimate decisions on plans 
submitted for approval by 
the Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil and state authorities. 

This convalescent unit will 
contain 40 beds for patients 
convalescing from serious 
illness, or for those needing 
continual bed care. As is 
true of the adjacent hospi¬ 
tal, the new convalescent 
unit will have the most mod¬ 
ern facilities, including a 
large reception room, and 
24-hour nursing care.

The addiltional two-man 
rescue crew will be put in 
service at Station No. 7, 2307 
E. Colorado Blvd., to cover 
the section where most new 
residential building is being 
done. A number of these new 
homes have swimming pools 
on the grounds and rescue 
crews also answer calls for 
drownlngs and suffocations.

^HE PRE S E NT rescue unit 
will be moved from Station 
No. 3 to No. 1 to speed re 
sponses in the western part 
of the city, "nme is all-lm 
portant and the east-west 
setup may help save many 
more lives. 

Firemen from rescue units 
also will be on hand to as 
sist fire-fighting personnel 
at major fires. These units 
carry mobile searchlights 
and the two units will en¬ 
able companies to work bet¬ 
ter both from the front and 
rear of buildings. 

Where 14 or 15 men used 
to answer a call to a resi¬ 
dential fire, 17 firemen will 
be on the scene when the 
change goes into effect. High 
value responses will jump 
from 18 to 22 men and 28 
instead of 22 men will be on 
the scene for a “target" fire. 

TARGET areas are those 
where life hazard is high. 

Hospitals, schools and hotels 
are listed as target spots. 

Since the 1957 survey the 
entire city has been re¬ 
evaluated regarding danger 
spots and changes in life 
hazard. The department con¬ 
tinually is testing new build¬ 
ing materials to check their 
combustibility and toxic ef¬ 
fect when burned. 

The zoning change has di¬ 
vided Pasadena into approxi¬ 
mately 55 areas with com¬ 
panies having predetermined 
responses all the way up to 
three-alarm fires. 

Each station has an over¬ 
all map and others breaking 
down their coverage to pri¬ 
mary and hazardous assign¬ 
ments. For every zone there 
is a separate page in a book 
of laminated maps. 

The stations all have these 
'books which are kept on the 
premises and each piece of 
equipment takes a book intcf 
the field. 

Dispatchers in the central 
alarm room also have copies 
of ttie maps to aid in direct¬ 
ing companies to fires. 

When a fire is reported, 
the alarm Indicates which 
companies are affected, lists 
the zone and refers to an in¬ 
tersection number along with 
the house number. Firemen 
then check the zone map and 
find the closest hydrant to 
the fire.
